TELL STORY OF ESCAPE 


Convicts Imprison Men for 


Day and Take Possession 


of Their House

Portland, Ore. — Tom Murray, Ells- 


worth Kelly and James "Wellos, the 
three convicts who last 
Wednesday 


shot their way out 
of the 
Oregon 


penitentiary over the bodies of two 
guards and one of their own com- 
panions, eluded all the posses which 
•were searching for them and drove 
into Portland at 7:30 o'clock Monday 
night. Here the trail ended. 


The daring dash into the cits" fol- 


lowed a raid by the convicts on a pool 
hall and grocery store at Monitor, 
Ore., about 2 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing. Four men in the place, pla -ing 
cards were held up, forced to accom- 
pany the outlaws to the road, where 
the entire party entered the automo- 
bile of one of the victims and sped 
away. 


On- reaching the home of C. L. 


'Newman. be>n-een Ne-w Era andjDre- 
gon^CU^ at 3,. o'clock the" convicts. 
, "'with the" four men from Monitor, en- 


ftered the Newman home. The com- 
'victs took possession of the 
place 


,-<•{creedJthe enthe party and the'-New- 


"Tnah 'family to stay In the house all 
day ordered and ate food, washed and 
shaved and dressed 
themselves 
in 


clothes belonging to Mr. Newman and 
his son. . 
- At 5:30 o'clock In the afternoon the 
three convicts, taking Leslie New- 
man, the-son, and a friend of New- 
man's as hostages, continued their 
flight to Portland, leaving the men 
abducted from Monitor at the New- 
man house and declaring that if word 
of their exploit were given to the au- 
thorities the hostages would be shot. 


While Newman, and his four cap- 


tive companions were prisoners they 
were entertained by a detailed narra- 
tive of the killings and break from 


• the Oregon penal institution. 


An amazingly frank statement of 


the spectacular crime was made by 
Murray and all three of the fugitives 
signed It and attached thei- finger- 
prints leaving' the unique document 
to be turned over to the police. 
No 


attempt was mad0 to blame the kill- 
ings on the diad bandit. Jones. 


The guard in the tower was shot 


through tho head by Murray because 
he wouldn't throw down his gun and 
"It was his life or ours." Murray 
had 
just knocked 
down 
another 


guard who was "squealing like pig1." 


Before taking flight, the escaping 


convicts stopped to shake hands with 
Jones, who had been mortally wound- 
ed, received, his injunction to "play 
careful and not make it more than 
one," and then to watch while the 
expiring comrade took a gun and fir- 
ed a load of buckshot through the 
head of the already wounded second 
guard which "made him unconscious 
of what was going on around him."

exceed half a million dollars under- 
went a radical revision Tuesday after 
an inventory of the damage, officials 
placing the damage at not to exceed 
$250.000. with a possibility of reaching 
$300.000. The loss is fully covered by 
insurance. 


That section of the plant 100 feet 


by 100. destroyed by fire, will be re 
built at once, it was announced. 


An explosion caused by the ignition 


of gasoline vapors started the fire. 
Starting in the bead room, it spread so 
quickly through the thread, curing and 
mill rooms that the SO or more work 
ers barely had time to escape via the 
exits, some being slightly Jtturhed.

Washington — The much debated 


question of reducing the 
nation's 


taxes at the next session of congress 
appears to be taking somewhat defi 
nite form. That the administration's 
financial leaders are busily engaged 
in working dut a tax reduction pro- 
gram was indicated from two sources 
Monday. 


Secrtary Mellon and Senator Smoot 


chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee, assured President Coolidge at 
Plymouth. Vt., that a tax reduction 
bill would be enacted by congress be- 
fore first payments of the new year 
are due March 
15. Simultaneously 


the treasury let it be known that a 
study of the country's financial con- 
dition convinced officials there that 
it would not be unreasonable to con- 
sider a reduction of the surtax to 20 
per cent and of the maximum normal 
tax to 5 per cent. 


In discussing the matter with the 


president, Mr. Mellon and 
Senator 


Smoot expressed the belief that many 
miscellaneous taxes could be elimin- 
ated and that a-substantial reduction 
al?o could be made In'both-the sux- 
tax and normal rates. 
t"'~ 


Although Mr. Mellon made no defi- 


nite recommendations , to + the chief 
executive, Senator' Smoot and Repre- 
sentative -Tllson of Connecticut, Re- 
publican leader in the next house, de- 
leared for a cut in the surtax rates 
on incomes of $12,000 and over, from 
the maximum of 40 to 20 or even 15 
per cent. 


They also favored reduction of nor- 


mal rates from 2 to 1 per cent on In- 
comes of $4.000 and under, from 4 
to 3 per cent on Incomes between S4,- 
000 and $8,000, and from 6 to 5 per 
cent on Incomes over that amount.

The trouble broke out 
Monday 


night, and fierce fighting ensued In 
the 
Freiheitsplatz. 
An antl-semitic 


protest meeting, called as a demon- 
stration against the holding of the 
Zionist congress here, had been for- 
bidden by the police, but the organ- 
izers placarded the city urging resis- 
tance. Processions 
moved 
through 


the streets headed by men carrying 
crosses and including bands of girls 
In white, with banners proclaiming 
Vienna a Christian city. 


The Jews left the streets at an early 


hour and the stores and cafes put up 
their shutters'. Rioters clashed with 
the 
police 
guarding 
the 
meeting 


place o fthe congress. 
Numbers of 


policemen were dragged from their 
horses and trampled under foot. 


The police in turn slashed at the 


rioters with their swords, driving back 
the large 
crowds besieging them. 


Many women were knocked down and 
trampled in the melee.

Sobbing as she was taken aboard. 


Miss Ederle said she swallowed too 
much salt water 'during the previous 
two miles when the sea was choppv 
and that her stomach was causing her 
a great deal of pain.

conference in Milwaukee selected AVilliam 
George Bruce to make the race for United 
.States senator this fall on their ticket. 
Mr. Bruce is a well-known civic worker, 
.having been at one time secretary of the 
Milwaukee Association of Commerce and 
•is now president of the Great Lakes Har- 
bor association. His work has been of a 
character to invite considerable public at- 
tention, and it has been satisfactory. 


Mr. Bruce's nomination is. of course, 


an empty honor. There is no possibility 
of his election.

•cratic organization in "Wisconsin. Under

valid criticism of this course, but in our

• election is broader than the senatorship. 
•It is well stated by .John F.vDohearty of 
La Crosse, a delegate tos the Democratic 
meeting at Milwaukee", in these words: 


_ "This campaign is for a United States 
•senator, but it is going to be fought on 


^state issues. 
The state administration, 


in all its rottenness^ will be on trial." 
This sums up the situation. 


The Democratic party in TVisconsin is. 


; made up of substantial men and inter- 


ests, the same as the Coolidge Republican 
party. Its desire is to see "Wisconsin 
rescued from the misgovernment and mal- 
administration of the Blaine machine. The 
great need of the state is to get rid of a 
political organization which is exploiting 
[Wisconsin for its selfish, ends, to stop the 
extravagance at Madison and to reverse 
the policy of punishing successful and con- 
structive industry with excessive taxa- 
tion. 


This program is broader than parties 


or factions, and demands a united front 
on the part of those forces which believe 
in economic, honest, rational state govern- 
ment. The election of young La Follette. 
who by reason of his youth, inexperience 
and lack of ability has none of the quali- 
ties of leadership, would merely mean a 
continuance of the Blaine machine.

No one has seen such an attack ex- 


cepting Mr. McGovern. There is no such 
attack. 
Indeed, the Oshkosh convention 


•was called for the very purpose of mak- 
ing the primary election law in Wisconsin 
actually workable and so that candidates 
might give the voters the much desired 
opportunity of voting for a principle. 
[Without such a convention it could read- 
ily happen that the people of "Wisconsin 
•would become disgusted with their pri- 
mary system. If a dozen candidates are 


to enter the field all representing antag- 
onism and opposition to Blaineisni in "Wis- 
consin, the vote will be so divided that 
Mr. Blaine will have easy sailing. 


The truth of it is that in his public 


statement attempting to denounce the 
Oshkosh convention. Mr. McGovern has 
evidenced a sort of politics that we think 
the people in Wisconsin should be tired 
of.

If it 
is'the home team, it is condoned, but 
if Jhe visitors pull it, the play is re- 
garded as a streak of yellow. 


In an effort to make it more diffi- 


cult i to intentionally pass a batter.-r a 
rule was made stating • that if the 
catcher moves out of position prior to 
the time of the ball leaving the hands 
of the pitcher, 
all runners on bases 


shall be entitled to advance one base. 
" This" rule—"never made a hit with 
baseball umpires because it drew the 
line of demarcation entirely too fine. 
The. thought was, if the catcher was 
forced to stay in his position until the 
ball, left the hands of the pitcher, the 
ball' would not be so widely pitched 
and there would be a chance for the 
batter to hit at many of the intention- 
al pitches. 


The catcher, by leaving the lines of

POTASH SATISFY 


AS FERTILIZER 


Hortonville Farmer Gets Good 


Results .from Application on 
Low Sandy Soil 
• 


While the fertility of the average 


Outasamle-co dairy farm is fairly well 
maintained by the use of clover, alfal- 
fa and manure, there are places on 
many farms where the judicious tise 
of small amounts of commercial fertil- 
izers bring: good results, according: to 
R. A. Amundson, county agricultural 
agent. 


On most of the heavier soil fertiliz- 


ers with 16 to 48 per cent of phos- 
phates have paid well. Most of the 
sandy soils require both 
phosphates 


and potash. Thes facts are fairly \vel! 
established by the rather 
extensive 


experiments made on different type; 
of soil in tins county this year. 


The accompanying picture shows i 


striking result obtained with a 150 
pound per acre application of a he.ivj 
potash and phosphate fertilizer on thi 
farm of O. P. Cuff. Hortonville. Thii 
fertilizer contained S per cent of phos- 
phate and 16 per cent potash. This i« 
a low sandy soil. Trials with this 
same fertilizer 
on .heavy soils gav* 


comparatively little results. .
